Washing-ton, D. C.—The "solemn ref 


erendum" on the 
league of nations 


having gone against President 'Wil 
son. 
his friends as well as critic* are 


asking-: "What will President. Wilson 
do now about the peace troafy?" 


The ajnswer is known only to the 


president. If he intends to do a.ny- 
.hing he has not confided in his official 
'amily. Many guesses have been made, 
among them these: 


That Wilson will do nothing more 


about the treaty or the league, Icav- 
ng to Harding the task of making 
>eace with Germany a.nd deciding on 
what terms th« United States shall 
-ooperate with other nations to pre- 
vent -war. 


That hn will resubmit the league co- 


venant to the senate in December, 
with a statement that he will accept 
atlflcation with such reservations as 
tie senate adopts.

That he will resign shortly and step 
ut of the treaty fight as suggested by 
W. J. Bryan. 


That he will make a separate peace 


yith Gormariy before March 4, 1921. 


That he will shortly address a state-

which he will say his last word, ofG 
ciaJly, on the treaty. 


All of these are mere guesses, un 


sxipported by a single authoritative in 
timation from the president or per 
sons close to him.

Marion, Ohio—The league of nations 


has been pronounced dead by Presi- 
dent-elect Warren G. Harding. 


In one smashing sentence the next 


president of the United States sound- 
ed the death kneel of the covenant. 


It came as the climax of his first 


speech since the election, delivered to 
his Marion neighbors from the front 
porch last night when they came by 
thousands to congratulate him on hia 
election. 


The American people, by the tmpar- 


alleled majority they grave the .republi- 
can candidate, ordered the league of 
nations scrapped, according to the in- 
terpretation Senator Harding places 
on the solemn referendum. He made 
it clear today that this mandate will 
be carried out to the letter. 


The Marionites in their parade, car- 


ried up to the front porch a stretcher 
bearing the effigy- of a corpse labelled 
"League, of Nations." 


"Tou didn't want a surrender of the 


United States. Ton wanted America 
to be free and unmortgaged. That's 
why you didn't care for the league 
which is now deceased." 


Senator Harding thus took the first 


opportunity after his election to clear 
the air on the league matter.

A bounty on wolves would be useful 


of course, but this sportsman fails to 
keep in view the fact that game was 
plentiful in spite of the wolves and the 
Indians before white pothunters took 
a hand 'in the killing. Reports show 
that the destruction of Alaskan game 
in recent years has been so rapid as to 
be alarming, former enormous herds 
of caribou in the coastal region of Be- 
ring sea having been literally exter- 
minated. Mr. Bellmore Browne, one 
of the Mt. McKinley mountain climbers, 
says that in a region where he first 
found many moose and caribou he saw 
only one big buck ten years later in a 
journey of 150 miles. It is obvious that 
Alaska needs better game laws and is 
in greater need still of determined ITI- 
forcemcnt of such laws.

Apparently Germans in Germany 


and Germans in the United States are 
opposed in their attitude toward the 
league of nations.

The editor of, the Berlin Welt am 


Monlag told Mr. Buckler that he placed 
'his whole hope for the future in the 
league. "Beg all American well-wish- 
ers of the new Germany,"' he said, "to 
strengthen the league with all their 
might. If they cripple it by withhold- 
ing America's support they ruin the 
one remedy for our troubles. Deprive 
our people of their trust in this league 
on which their gaze is now fixed and 
they will look either to the kaiser or to 
Lenino. For without the league o.ur 
prospects are hopeless." This is so 
sane and convincing, and the facts are 
so clear in the matter, that the senti- 
ment of persons of German birth and 
descent in America, or the attitude 
that has been 
widely attributed to 


them, is incomprehensible.

Physical Education iu Schools 


Twenty minutes each day are devoted to the edu- 


cation'of the usually neglected muscles "below the 
eyebrows," writes a Pittsburg public school teacher. 
And in addition, she informs us. "there is a ten or 
fifteen minute period of whys and wherefores listed 
Jin the curriculum as hygiene." 


The great trouble with hygiene, in the Pittsbury 


curriculum, is that the school authorities harbor a 
notion that it is an insignificant or unimportant sub- 
ject to be sandwiched in between more essential 
.subjects such as geography and botany. They don't 
try to teach arithmetic or history in ten or fifteen 
minute periods of. whys and wherefores in Pitts- 
burg. I'll wager. 


But that twenty minutes of physical 
education 


each day is something like. They're beginning to 
wake up and look around in PUtsburg. beginning TO 
s-uspeyt that a sound body is just as important as a 
sound mind.

Often they 
are labelled with pictures of oranges or other devices 
calculated to mislead the thoughtless purahaser. The 
Bureau of Chemistry of the U. S. Dept. of AgricuJ- 
ture has ruled that the terms "ade." "squash." 
"punch." "crush" and "smash" used with the name 
of a fruit can be applied legally only when the bev- 
erage contains the juice or edible portion of the fruit 
named. Of course the fake orange

lack the vitamins for which real orange juice is pre- 
scribed in infant feeding. 


Scwor Gas 


Is there airy odor from sewer gas, and is there 


any danger of sewer gas leaking, in case of faulty 
plumbing, for instance from a kitchen sink?

ANSWER—Even though sewer gas. should es- 


cape into the house there is no danger to health. 
Disagreeable odors are more likely to come from 
uncleaned or unventilated drains.

The Black Walnut. 


There is not much need for mourn-

It is a fine, -rich 
nut of excellent flavor, and grows over 
a large part of the United States, from 
southern New England to Florida in 
the east and from Minnesota to Texas 
in the west, while there is a special 
variety on the Pacific coast. The black 
walnut tree will grow on waste lands 
which will support little other timber, 
It is an admirable shade tree about 
the house and along roads and fences. 
It is also one of the most valuable 
timber trees native to the United 
States. 


It js this latter fact that doomed it.

Hence the trees were cut down ruth- 
lessly. This has not only made it a 
relatively scarce tree, but has de-
